WasHinctor, . C., March 5. — Mr. Cleveland 
made a mucb better impression upon the Wasbing- 
ton public than even his friends could have ex- 
pected. His pictures do not give a good idea of 
him, They represent him as too heavy and dark. 
Few would get any idea from these pictures that he 
is a pronounced bionde and almost German in his 
features. This good impression that he made yes- 
terday extended to men of all shades of political 
belief. The Democrats were just as ready to criti- 
cise him as the Republicans. He is thoroughly 
German in his stolidity. Nothing but the most 
iron self-posse-s on could have carried him through 
yesterday without exhibiting any sign of fatigue or 
embarrassment. He has the strength of an iron 
mao. He wil! be just the typs to resist the impor- 
tunate demand of office-seekers. It is probable 
that he will not be popular witn the rank and file 
of bis party His distinct announcemeut in his in- 
augura) address upon the subject of civil service re- 
form bas bad a very depressing effect upon the 
candidates for office. There are fewer office-seek- 
ers in Washington to-day than there were four 
years ago. Mr. Cleveland's letter upon the subject 
of the offices had discouraged the majority of 
Democratic placemen from: coming to Washington, 
The few that are here have gotten very littié com- 
fort out of the iron countenance of the new Presi- 
dent.

The Wabash Shops at Moberly 
Deserted by the Workmen. 


What the Strikers in St. Louis 
Have to Say of Their 
Situation,

A reporter went out to the Wabash yard at Twen- 
ty-second and Scott avenue this morning, where 
the smoking debris of the fire was still visible, and 
it was evident that accident and not desizn had 
caused the fire.

The broom makers employed in the factory of 

Samuel Cupples & Co. quit work yesterday evening 

on account of a reduction in their pay. About 

twenty-five or thirty men went out, consisting of 

fifteen tiers, ten sewers and several painters and 


finishers. The men have been working on three 
fourtas time for several months and were to have 
n put on full time to-day, but 
the company announced a reduction of from ten to 
fifteen per cent, according to the quality of the 
brooms, andtbe men quit work. A broom-maker 
in a conversation with a Posr- Drspatcn reporter 
explained the situation. He said that tbe men had 
been receiving 8 to $1 50 per hundred. which is lower 
than is received anywhere eise in this country, and 
that the price had been reduced to We and 31 25. 
In addition to thes e reductions a 
different method of making brooms 
has been adopted. which amounts practically to an- 
other cut, as it requires a much longer time, aud 
really reduces the wages by from to W per cent 
combined wn the cut. They say a skilled maker 
could only earn, by hard work, about $2 per day, 
and this cut reduces the best to s arvation wages. 
Cupples' factory is the only one which uses steam 
— and it will be difficult to fill the places of 
the strikers.

The Wonderful Sub-Treasury on Wall 
Street and Its Uses, 

gfillions of Dollars in Gold, Silver and 

Legal Tenders Guarded by Combination 


Locke Rifle Pita and Cannon Towers to | 
Prevent a Mob From Making a Kaid.

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VIEW ON WALL STREET. 
New York, March 2.—It is generally supposed that 
che enormous @bui'ding which the sojourner in 
Washington sees on his right as he steps out of 
Willard’s Hotel, upon Pennsylvania avenue, and 
which the courteous native explains is the United 
States Treasury, contains the great bulk of Uncle 
Dams wealth and is the bank from which disburse- 
ments are always made. Nothing could be more 
erroneous. The Government of the United States 
‘does the brincipal banking business, not iu the pro- 
vincial townof Washington, D. C., but here at the 
money center of the country. Ninety per cent of 
the cash payments made by Uncle Sam during the 
year are from the oid granite building at the nort h- 
east corner of Wall and Nassau streets in the city, 
where Washington was inaugurated as this first 
President. If so large a percentage of the country's 
monetary obligations are met at the New York Sub- 
‘Treasury. it follows of necessity that a correspond- 
ingly large proportion of the country's wealth is 
stored here. As a matter of fact there was in the 
building un Wall and Nassau Streets 
on the first day ofthe present year a cash 
balance of exactly 8141.2 083 . and there is to- 
day astul larger stock of gold. silver and paper 
money on hand in this repository. No building in 
the country is better adapted to the safe keeping of 
“his wealth. Very few New Yorkers have any idea of 
the glorious strength of this fine old edifice, which 
up to the year 1803, served asa Custom House, an 
which since its conversion into a Government Treas- 
ury has been transformed by skiilfu: army engineers 
into a veritable fortress for the protection of the 
nation’s money.

CHicaco, March U.—The business community is 
feeling the pulse of the worid just now with singu- 
lar suspense. I hear the commercial subject dis- 
cussed every day at the clubs and in the offices of 
leading financiers. Up, to the first of this week an 
impression has been gaining ground in the* minds 
of business men that there was to be an improve- 
ment. Since the Pre~ident's letter on the silver bill 
there seems to have beeu a sort of quiet halt. 

“I have no interests at stake, said a prominent 
business man to-day, “which will be affected either 
way; so my opinion, taken for what it is worth, is 
impariial. I um convinced that if a business house 
pulls along comfortably between now and next fall 
and makes the strap and buckle meet, they may be 
considered as doing fairiy well.” 

The strength of the opposition in the Senate to 
the silver bill, as I am informed by men here in 
close communication with New York. comes from 
the silver producing interests in he West and South. 
The silver production of this country is about $42,. 
000,000, and the Government takes between $24,000,- 
000 and 328.000, 000 of that. The Government is thus 
the chief customer of the silver kings and they can- 
not afford to lose it. It is not an open secret, 
but is, nevertheless, Known in financial 
circles, that the Senate lobby—‘beaded 


by Senator Jones.“ as one man said—is agin“ the 
silver measure, and the lobby is “presumably” in 
the interes! of the silver producers, and weill paid, 
too. There is great aifference of opinion, of course, 
as to whether gold will strike a premium unless 
s.lver coinage is stopped, as the | resident claims in 
his letter, but tne fact Sands, nevertheless, that 
gold exchange from abroad has been against us.

THE HIRED GIRL. 


Her Traits and Privileges—How Much 
It Costs to Keep Her. 


From the Springfield Republican. 


The discovery was made by a newspaper para- 
grapher some 22 ago that it takes three to 
make a pair — he, she and the hired girl. This 
truth was suspected for a previous decade or 
more, but no mind had been discerning enough 
to formulate it. Since it has become an axiom 
of family life it raises the party of the third 
part to an important rank in the domestic cir- 
cle. That she is important no one who has 
ever hired her has failed to find out. Happy 
are they who meet in her a treasure. Twice 
happy are those who can get along without 
her. Here in Springfield the servant girls are 
Irish, and form two distinct classes, the 
natives of the realm of St. Patrick and 
those of American birth. As a rule the 
latter, having had at least the rudiments 
of a common school education, are, to a 
marked degree, more intelligent and capable 
than the former. The wages paid these domes- 
tics range from $2 to $4 a week, the former sum 
going to the least experienced and efficient, 
and the latter to the favorites of wealthy fam- 
ilies and cooks in restaurants, whose work is 

ially hard. The average pay of the girl 
who can wash and iron and do part or the 
whole cooking for a family of reasonable size 
is $3; and it is a price which makes these girls 
one of the most independent classes in the com- 
munity. Some business men would be glad in 
these times,after paying all their bills for food,

A comforts, 
When the average domestic appears on the 
street in her Sunday clothes she carries about 
her an air of comfort and respectability which 
is often painfully lacking among thc crowd of 
shop girls. And there are some kitchen maid- 
ens of whom it can truly be said, She is very 
much of a lady.” It is common to accuse this 
class of putting every cent they can earn on 
their backs, and that, too. in a fashion which 
will cause the most possible display. Still there 
are Springfield hired girls who are real-estate 
owners and ‘“‘fore-handed” in other respects. 
Many of them have money laid by in the sav- 
ings bank, and one local institutionvan count 
up more than a thousand depositors from this 
c The amounts inv are also consid- 
erable, some of the books bearing credits of 
$1,000 and even $1,200. The usages of society 
are as firmly established in the kitchen as the 
rior. Calis are made and returned with due 
ormality. As a general thing, the domestic 
does not associate with the shop girl, the feel- 
ing of superiority of one over the other 
being mutual. And the domestic 
has a set of her own, into which 
not every servant need apply for admission. 
The standing of the employer's family is gen- 
eraily considered when a new-comer seeks to 
mingle in the ~ peer circles, education, ability 
to do fancy work and a few similar accomplish- 
ments bei also regarded. Some of the 
Springfield domestics have married very weil 
and maintain orderly and attractive homes to 
which they welcome their unmarried associ- 
ates. Others, who were carefully brought up 
in our best families, have married poorly, and 
the places were they live are as untidy and 
fever-breeding as any in the city. The contrast 
between the knowledge of this class and their 
use of it is painful enough to sicken the most 
hopeful union reitef visitorin the land. The 
hold themselves to step into any house to whi 
they may be called on an emergency, and do 
up the work, whatever it — be, in excellent 
shape, and they teach their children to do the 
same, for a consideration. But in their own

The hired girls’ privileges vary considerably 
in different families. It is generally understood 
that after the Sunday dinner is out of the wa 
she shall have the rest of the day to herself, 
even though the family are rates to be content 
with a bread-and-milk supper. Some house- 
keepers think they must be very strict with 
their help for the sake of maintaining discipline. 
They lay down the law that their girls can have 
only one afternoon and one evening out each 
week, while others allow their servants. to be 
away whenever their absence does not incon- 
venience the family. And the contrast is kept 
up all along the scale. Une woman was heard 
to remark a while since that when she caught 
the girls reading the daily paper she guessed 
they d catch it.
